I lmv® fairly extensive documentation, 
all from standard public spurces and official documents as well as the results 
of ay own interviews and correspondence with aom of the principals. 

One of tho elements of possible oriminality, whether or not it is pursued 
by tlie special prosecutor, involves tho CIA, I think ropotitioualy and seriously. 

Jauorsid. served on tlio board of e CIa foundation (Anderson) that was part of 
those scandals of your years in the House. The easiest way to establish this is in 
jj ^JiSBioarua?.. Bajtahliolwent . which does refer to those foundations and scandals, 
newspapers, of course, canled much more. 1 have loaned my files on thin out. 

I surest that Jaworaki has an irreconcilable conflict here. 

The play on tlio Jaworaki nomination does mention that he served on the Texas 
Board of Inquiry in tlio JFK assassination. What it does not say is that this a l on e 
should disqualify him because that operation was a whitewash, it stifled the little 
it did, and it permitted itself to bo manipulated by the LBJ and Com istion forces 
to whore it no liothing.

And more, when the 
Warren Oomlsaion (staff) could no longer ait on tliia because word of it reached 
Henry Wade, Balias B.a., tho Texans agreed to go to Washington in secret (l liave tho 
telegrams) and tlien allow e<i theiaacivoa to be conned into believing a stenographic 
transcript or Jieir executive session was made, ^t was not. Two other members told me 
they believed it was. Those are bade, wlio has been friendly, and %an Storey, who has 
seen me on several occasions. Both liave opened their files to me. (For your informa- 
tion, tlii.: is not tile only time that happened. Hcnator Bussell was quite put out 
when I gave him the e idonco of what had been done to him. You may recall tho abrupt 
conges in Ida friendship with LBJ and his quitting his oomlttoe chairmanship that 
gave him CIa oversight responsibilities.) 

So, this diligent investigator, now to bo the man entrusted with tho investigation 
of which our natioi ml honor if not futuro rests, accepted till this and more that sliould 
n a ve been totally unacceptable and carried tho whitewash on in ilia Texas "report.''
